possible deal with Petrobras. 
Today, they would like to ex¬ 
plore what possibilities there 
are in this new context. One 
of the obstacles of the past 
was the BBO on exportation, 
but this has since been elimi¬ 
nated. Likewise, the govern¬ 
ment has changed the fiscal 
regimen of profit taxes; they 
also settled the old fiscal dis¬ 
pute with Valero, which was 
one of the concerns of Petro¬ 
bras back then. 

Petrobras has informed the 
Aruba government that be¬ 
cause of the positive atmos¬ 
phere that reigns now 
between the government and 
Valero, that they are willing 
to participate in a meeting 
where everyone can put all 
their cards on the table once 
more. 


The Aruba government is 
very pleased with the new 
openness of Petrobras and 
with their willingness to come 
back to the table and look at 
all the options anew and in 
the most ample context possi¬ 
ble. This they are prepared to 
do, obviously, without mak¬ 
ing any commitment or offer¬ 
ing any expectations. They 
are open to evaluate what 
Aruba has to offer. 

According to Prime Min¬ 
ister Eman, the government 
will continue to work on this 
matter in earnest in the hopes 
that we can succeed in find¬ 
ing two or three partners with 
Valero or to find a buyer to 
take over the refinery. In any 
event they will not cease until 
a solution is found for the 
Aruba Valero Refinery.

A total of 21 people were 
killed by police in the first six 
days of March.

ORANJESTAD- Setar Cable 
Service warns clients will 
likely experience interruptions 
in the transmission of some 
channels, due to expected sun 
outages that occur twice a year. 
From March 12 until 16, from 
10:27 a.m., until 5:46 p.m. 
viewers can expect disruption 
of the following channels at 
times specified. 

A sun outage, sun transit or 
sun fade is an interruption in or 
distortion of geostationary 
satellite signals caused by in¬ 
terference from solar radiation, 
an effect which overwhelms 
the satellite signal. Generally, 
sun outages occur in February, 
March, September and Octo¬ 
ber, around the time of the 
equinoxes. At these times, the 
apparent path of the sun across 


the sky takes it directly behind 
the line of sight between an 
earth station and a satellite. As 
the sun radiates strongly at mi¬ 
crowave frequencies which are 
used to communicate with 
satellites (C-band, Ka band 
and Ku band,) the sun swamps 
the signal from the satellite. 
The effects of a sun outage can 
include partial degradation, 
which is an increase in error 
rate, or total destruction of the 
signal.

Ugandan negotiator with 
rebels backs viral video 



UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
A Ugandan minister who ne¬ 
gotiated with rebels at the cen¬ 
ter of an Internet video 
controversy on Friday backed 
the video on their leader 
Joseph Kony that has become 
a social media sensation. 

But Betty Bigombe, who 
twice tried to negotiate peace 
deals with Kony’s Ford's Re¬ 
sistance Army, said the US 


group that made it should 
be doing more to help in 
Uganda. 

"Invisible children has 
brought it into bedrooms, 
into sitting rooms and 
places, but we would like 
to see them do something 
tangible, on the ground, in 
Uganda," Bigombe told 
AFP on the sidelines of a 
UN meeting. 

It has increased awareness 
in the world, with youth, with 
everybody," Bigombe, 

Uganda's minister for water 
resources, said. 

The hashtag "#stopkony," 
about the fugitive FRA head 
has surged on Twitter since the 
release of the 30-minute video 
by Invisible Children, a Cali¬ 
fornia-based advocacy group, 
which has been viewed by 


over 40 million people in three 
days. 

"I remember when I came 
to the US and the media said, 
'Well these kind of topics does 
not appeal to our kind of audi¬ 
ence,"' Bigombe said. 

As state minister for north¬ 
ern Uganda in the 1990s, 
Bigombe tried to negotiate a 
peace deal with Kony follow¬ 
ing the failure of army efforts 
to defeat the rebel group. She 
launched a new attempt in 
2004-05. The FRA backed out 
of each effort. 

The US presidency and a 
string of celebrities have backed 
the Invisible Children. But the 
group has been criticized for 
using funds raised — some 70 
percent or more by some ac¬ 
counts — for salaries, travel ex¬ 
penses and filmmaking. 


Australia flood bill mounts and more 
rain forecast 


SYDNEY (AFP) - Australia's 
flood crisis was set to cost in 
excess of Aus$500 million 
(US$530 million) in New 
South Wales alone and more 
rain was on the way, the state 
government said Friday. 

Eastern Australia has en¬ 
dured torrential rainfall for 
more than a week, leaving 
hundreds of homes flooded, 
damaging roads and bridges 
and soaking farmland in 
Queensland, New South Wales 
and Victoria states. 

"We have a damages bill at 
the moment that my guys are 
telling me is heading way 
north of $500 million," New 
South Wales Roads Minister 
Duncan Gay told ABC radio, 
adding that the state had been 
"horrendously hurt". 

"The weather forecasters 
are telling me that April will be 
the worst that we've faced yet," 


due to a weather pattern 
known as "Fa Nina". 

Fa Nina conditions typi¬ 
cally bring higher-than-normal 
rainfall with Sydney on Thurs¬ 
day feeling the force of nature 
with an estimated 119 millime¬ 
tres (more than four and a half 
inches) falling on the city — the 
highest daily total since 2007. 

As the waters eased in some 
areas across NSW, communi¬ 
ties downstream from the 
floods were bracing for the 
surging torrents yet to pour 
through the Murrumbidgee, 
Fachlan and Hawkesbury river 
systems. 

In Sydney, where heavy 
rain Thursday swept away cars 
and flooded railway lines, res¬ 
idents on the city's northwest¬ 
ern outskirts were being urged 
to prepare to evacuate their 
homes. 

Further inland, residents of 


the country towns of Con- 
dobolin and Narrandera were 
bracing for the coming floods 
and people in the Victoria town 
of Nathalia were hoping their 
levee would hold. 

Elsewhere, such as in New 
South Wales's biggest inland 
city of Wagga Wagga, emer¬ 
gency officials began the mas¬ 
sive clean-up as flood waters 
began to subside. But residents 
were still faced with water¬ 
logged homes and farms. 

Hundreds of fire and emer¬ 
gency workers were hosing out 
homes, businesses and schools 
and clearing roads, Deputy 
State Emergency Operations 
Controller Assistant Commis¬ 
sioner Mark Murdoch said. 

So far two people have died 
in the floods, after they at¬ 
tempted to cross waterways in 
cars. 


Pope condemns gay 
marriage in speech to 
US bishops 


VATICAN CITY (AFP) - 
Pope Benedict XVI on Friday 
condemned gay marriage in a 
speech to bishops from the 
United States after Maryland 
last week became the eighth 
US state to legalise same-sex 
unions. 

"Sexual differences cannot 
be dismissed as irrelevant to 
the definition of marriage," 
the pope said, warning 
against "the powerful politi¬ 
cal and cultural currents seek¬ 
ing to alter the legal 
definition of marriage". 

"Marriage and the family 
are institutions that must be 
promoted and defended from 
every possible misrepresenta¬ 
tion of their true nature." 

He also said bishops could 
not overlook "the serious pas¬ 
toral problem presented by 
the widespread practice of 
cohabitation". 

"The contemporary crisis 
of marriage and the family... 
has led to grave societal prob¬ 
lems bearing an immense 
human and economic cost," 
he added. 

Benedict XVI has fre¬ 
quently warned against lib¬ 


eral family values in veiled 
references to homosexual 
marriage and adoptions by 
gay couples, and the Catholic 
Church often condemns 
countries that recognise gay 
rights. 

The pope's fears that the 
traditional family is at risk 
are likely to be the focal point 
of the World Meeting of 
Families 2012 in Italy in 
June. 

From Europe to the United 
States and Mexico, gay rights 
groups pushing for marriage 
and child adoption reforms 
are winning growing support, 
marking a change in public 
opinion which worries the 
Vatican. 

The issue has sparked 
heated exchanges between 
Church leaders and politi¬ 
cians. 

Earlier this month, 
Britain's Cardinal Keith 
O'Brien told Prime Minister 
David Cameron that same- 
sex unions were "madness" 
and a "grotesque subversion 
of a universally accepted 
human right".

Israeli strikes kill four in Gaza 


GAZA CITY (AFP) - Israeli 
air strikes on the Gaza Strip 
Friday killed four Palestinian 
militants, including the head of 
a radical group, while mortar 
and rocket fire from Gaza 
pounded the Jewish state. 

One strike, on a car travel¬ 
ling in the Tel El-Hawa neigh¬ 
bourhood west of Gaza City, 
killed the head of the militant 
Popular Resistance Commit¬ 
tees, Zohair al-Qaisi, and fel¬ 
low-member Mahmud Hanani, 
the group said. 

A second air raid, on the 
east side of the city, killed 
Obeid al-Gharabli and Mo¬ 
hammed Harara, of the A1 
Quds Brigades, the military 
arm of Islamic Jihad, that or¬ 
ganisation said in a statement. 

A third strike, on Zeitoun, 
east of the city, caused no ca¬ 
sualties, Palestinian security 
sources said. 

The two strikes came in re¬ 
sponse to Palestinian mortar 
and rocket attacks on southern 


Israel, in which no casualties 
were reported. 

The military said that dur¬ 
ing the course of the day a total 
of 16 rockets and mortar 
rounds from Gaza slammed 
into southern Israel. 

Both the PRC and the A1 
Aqsa Martyrs Brigades, an 
armed offshoot of Palestinian 
president Mahmud Abbas’s 
Fatah movement, issued state¬ 
ments claiming to have fired 
rockets into Israel on Friday. 

The Israeli military said 
Qaisi ’’was among the leaders 
who planned, funded and di¬ 
rected” a deadly cross-border 
attack into southern Israel from 
Egypt’s Sinai last August. 

In that incident, gunmen 
carried out a coordinated series 
of shooting ambushes on buses 
and cars on Route 12, which 
runs along the Egyptian border 
some 20 kilometres (12 miles) 
north of the Red Sea resort of 
Eilat. 

The shootings took place 


over several hours, leaving 
eight dead and more than 25 
wounded. 

The military statement said 
Qaisi was also involved in a 
2008 attack on a terminal for 
pumping fuel from Israel into 
the Gaza Strip, in which two 
Israeli civilians were killed. 

The statement added that 
both the dead men were ’’re¬ 
sponsible for planning a com¬ 
bined terror attack that was to 
take place via Sinai in the com¬ 
ing days.” 

It said that the other two 
strikes were aimed at men 
about to fire rockets into Israel. 

Hamas, which rules the 
Gaza Strip, has maintained a 
tacit truce with Israel, but other 
armed Palestinian groups reg¬ 
ularly fire rockets and mortars 
across the border, which can 
spark air strikes in response. 

The relatively small Popu¬ 
lar Resistance Committees is 
one of the most active, and it 
pledged to avenge its men's 
deaths. 


Haiti president shows passport 
to end controversy 


PORT-AU-PRINCE (AFP) - 
Seeking to end rumors that he 
is a US citizen, President 
Michel Martelly on Thursday 
showed his Haitian passport 
on national television. 

Haiti's constitution does not 
allow dual nationality, and 
charges that he has foreign 
passports — raised by his oppo¬ 
nents — has been a thorn in 
Martelly's side for months. 

Martelly lived in the United 
States for some time and ob¬ 
tained a US residency card, 
which he said he surrendered 
upon being elected to office. 

”1 am a native Haitian. I, 
Joseph Michel Martelly, have 
never lied,” the president said 
during a meeting with reli¬ 
gious leaders at the presiden¬ 
tial palace which was 
broadcast on national televi¬ 


sion. 

Also at the event was Ken¬ 
neth Merten, the US ambassa¬ 
dor to Haiti, who vouched for 
the Haitian leader. 

”1 can say that President 
Martelly is not a US citizen — 
he is a Haitian,” Merten said. 
Senior Haitian government 
members at the event ap¬ 
plauded the statement. 

Martelly showed eight pass¬ 
ports — all Haitian — to reli¬ 
gious leaders from the group 
"Religion for Peace.” 

In Haiti, when a person's 
passport expires, the original 
does not have to be returned. 

For the past three months, a 
Haitian senate committee has 
been investigating Martelly's 
nationality and that of his gov¬ 
ernment ministers. The com¬ 
mittee has written to US and 


Italian authorities seeking data 
on Martelly's nationality. 

On Wednesday, the commit¬ 
tee published a partial report 
stating that three cabinet offi¬ 
cials were found holding a US, 
Spanish and Canadian pass¬ 
port, respectively. 

On March 1, Martelly asked 
Foreign Minister Laurent 
Lamothe to become prime 
minister after Garry Conille re¬ 
signed as prime minister on 
February 24, after just four 
months in office, amid tension 
over the dual nationality issue. 

Martelly's administration is 
trying to ramp up stalled re¬ 
construction efforts following 
the devastating January 2010 
earthquake that flattened large 
parts of Port-au-Prince and 
damaged much of the south of 
the country. 


Four Syrian generals 
defect, arrive in 
Turkey: report 


ANKARA (AFP) - Four gen¬ 
erals who had defected from 
the Syrian army arrived in 
Turkey Friday, Anatolia news 
agency reported, citing local 
Turkish sources. 

The four were among some 
10 high-ranking army officers 
stationed in cities including 
Damascus, Homs and Latakia, 
who crossed the border into 
Turkey's southern province of 
Hatay to join the Syrian rebels, 
the state-run Turkish agency 
said. 

Fahd al-Masri, an advisor 
for Syrian opposition group 
the Higher Revolutionary 
Council, told AFP that six 
brigadier-generals had de¬ 
fected in the last 48 hours 
along with four colonels, a a 
lieutenant colonel, a major and 
a female lieutenant. 

He said they were from the 
province of Idlib near the 
Turkish border, where Syrian 
troops have been reported 
been massing this week, ahead 
of an expected large-scale of¬ 
fensive. 


The military buildup has 
prompted concerns that Idlib 
could suffer the same fate as 
the Baba Amr neighbourhood 
of the central city of Homs, 
which was stormed by govern¬ 
ment troops on March 1 after a 
month of shelling. 

Idlib is considered impor¬ 
tant because of the presence of 
a large number of Free Syrian 
Army members, particularly in 
the Japal al-Zawiya area. 

Frightened by the possibility 
of an operation in Idlib, many 
Syrians have fled across the 
border. 

With the latest wave of ar¬ 
rivals on Friday, the number of 
Syrians entering Turkey in one 
single day reached 234, Anato¬ 
lia said, citing Yusuf Guler, the 
district governor of Hatay's 
Reyhanli village. 

The arriving refugees are 
being placed in tent camps in 
Hatay, where members of the 
rebel Free Syrian Army, made 
up of deserters from the Syrian 
security forces, are also based.

13 million people threatened 
by food crisis: Oxfam 


Raw chicken bacteria 
on the rise in Europe: 
study 



(AFP) - About 13 million peo¬ 
ple living in west and central 
Africa face a major food crisis 
unless immediate action is 
taken, humanitarian group 
Oxfam warned Thursday. 

A dangerous combination of 
drought, high food prices, re¬ 
duced harvests, poverty and 
conflict are driving an emerg¬ 
ing crisis across several na¬ 
tions including Chad, Burkina 
Faso, Mali, Mauritania, Niger 
and northern Senegal, the

tional complacency.” 

In the countries most af¬ 
fected, malnutrition rates are at 
between 10-15 percent and 
more than one million children 
are at risk of severe acute mal¬ 
nutrition. 

The group said that in north¬ 
ern Mali, clashes between the 
army and Tuareg rebels have 
forced tens of thousands of 
people to flee their homes, 
adding extra pressure for re¬ 
sources in surrounding coun¬ 
tries. Oxfam wants to raise $37 
million (28 million euros) to 
provide food and support to 
about one million people.

HIV infection rates lower in 
high treatment areas: study 

AIDS programme division's 
deputy executive director 
Paul De Lay. 

"UNAIDS encourages all 
countries and communities to 
achieve high coverage of an¬ 
tiretroviral therapy, both for 
the benefit of people living 
with HIV and for the commu¬ 
nities in which they live,” 
said De Lay. 

The research on data col¬ 
lected from eastern South 
Africa's KwaZulu-Natal 
province found that in areas 
where antiretroviral therapy 
uptake is above 30 percent, 
uninfected people are 38 per¬ 
cent less likely to acquire the 
human immunodeficiency 
virus. 

"It is the first time that we 
have been able to show such 
results in a population setting 
— an important finding which 
will help guide the AIDS re¬ 
sponse,” said Frank Tanser 
from the research centre in 
the University of KwaZulu- 
Natal. 


(AFP) - A new study shows 
that people living in areas 
where uptake of HIV treat¬ 
ment is high are less likely to 
acquire the virus than in 
places where few are given 
care, UNAIDS said Thurs¬ 
day. 

The research by the Africa 
Centre for Health and Popu¬ 
lation Studies marks the first 
time that the positive impact 
of antiretroviral therapy on 
infection rates has been 
proven for a community, said 
the UN agency. 

"These findings are ex¬ 
tremely important,” said UN¬ 


a report from European food 
safety agencies published. 

The report found that cases 
of Campylobacter rose by 
seven percent to 212,064 in 
2010 — the last year for which 
such data is available and the 
fifth consecutive year of in¬ 
creases in reported cases of the 
bacteria in humans. 

The European Food Safety 
Authority (EFSA) in Italy and 
the European Centre for Dis¬ 
ease Prevention and Control 
(ECDC) in Sweden said in 
their report that the reasons for 
the increase were "not com¬ 
pletely understood.” 

The report also said that 
cases of another type of bacte¬ 
ria, Salmonella, fell to 99,020 
in 2010 compared to 108,618 
in 2009. Human infections of 
Listeria also decreased slightly 
to 1,601 from 1,654 in 2009. 

But the report found that 
human cases of Shiga toxin- 
verotoxin, which produces Es¬ 
cherichia coli, also known as 
E.coli, increased to 4,000 in 
2010 from 3,573 in 2009 with 
particularly high rises in Ger¬ 
many and the Netherlands. 

The report said 25 people 
died as a result of illnesses 
from food or animals in 2010 
including 16 from Salmonella 
and four from Listeria. The 
highest number of reported 
deaths — seven — was in Spain 
followed by five in Britain. 
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Facebook co-founder 
buys The New Republic 


(AFP) - Facebook co-founder 
Chris Hughes, who left the 
social network to work on the 
online arm of Barack 
Obama's 2008 White House 
campaign, has bought a ma¬ 
jority stake in The New Re¬ 
public magazine. 

Hughes, 28, who was 
Facebook chief executive 
Mark Zuckerberg's roommate 
at Harvard University, an¬ 
nounced the move in an on¬ 
line letter to readers of the 
publication, a nearly century- 
old bastion of liberal political 
thought. 

Terms of the deal were not 
disclosed. The magazine is 
owned by an investor group 
that includes long-time editor- 
in-chief Martin Peretz. 

"Technology's disruption 
of traditional forms of media 
has led many to believe that 
independent, thoughtful 
media institutions are on the 
decline and that there are not 
enough readers to support se¬ 
rious reporting and analysis," 
Hughes said. 

"When few people are in¬ 
vesting in media institutions 
with such bold aims as 'en¬ 
lightenment to the problems 
of the nation,' I believe we 
must," he said. 

Hughes, who is assuming 
the titles of publisher and ed¬ 
itor-in-chief, said the Web 
"has introduced a competi¬ 
tive, and some might argue 
hostile, landscape for long, in- 
depth, resource-intensive 
journalism. 

"But as we've seen with 
the rise of tablets and mobile 



reading devices, it is an ever- 
shifting landscape — one that 
I believe now offers opportu¬ 
nities to reinvigorate the 
forms of journalism that ex¬ 
amine the challenges of our 
time in all their complexity," 
he said. 

Hughes said the New Re¬ 
public "will aggressively 
adapt to the newest informa¬ 
tion technologies without sac¬ 
rificing our commitment to 
serious journalism. 

"We will look to tell the 
most important stories in pol¬ 
itics and the arts and provide 
the type of rigorous analysis 
that The New Republic has 
been known for," he said, 
adding that the magazine "will 
remain a journal of progres¬ 
sive values." 

Hughes left Facebook in 
2007 to join the Obama cam¬ 
paign and was notably respon¬ 
sible for creating the Obama 
campaign website, 

My.BarackObama.com. 

He launched a new ven¬ 
ture, Jumo, in 2010 to pro¬ 
mote charitable causes. Jumo 
merged with a similar organi¬ 
zation, GOOD, in August of 
last year.

Hacker ring busted after leader 
turns FBI informant 


(AFP) - Five alleged computer 
hackers in Britain, Ireland and 
the United States were charged 
Tuesday in high-profile cyber¬ 
attacks after a leader of the 
group became an FBI inform¬ 
ant. 

The charges against alleged 
members of Anonymous, Lulz 
Security and other interna¬ 
tional hacking groups were un¬ 
veiled in indictments unsealed 
by the US District Court for 
the Southern District of New 
York. 

The indictments cover 
some of the most notorious 
hacking incidents of the past 
several years including those 
against Sony Pictures Enter¬ 
tainment, private intelligence 
firm Stratfor and computer se¬ 
curity firm HBGary. 

The defendants were also 
accused of involvement in at¬ 
tacks on videogame maker 
Bethesda Softworks, the Irish 
political party Fine Gael, the 
Fox Broadcasting Company 
and the Public Broadcasting 
Service. 

The five charged were 
Britons Ryan Ackroyd, 23, of 
Doncaster, and Jake Davis, 29, 
of Lerwick, Shetland Islands; 
Darren Martyn, 25, of Galway, 
Ireland; Donncha O'Cearrb- 
hail, 19, of Birr, Ireland; and 
Jeremy Hammond, 27, of 
Chicago. 

The US authorities also re¬ 
vealed that Hector Xavier 
Monsegur, 28, of New York, 
who was known by the screen 
name "Sabu," had pleaded 
guilty to a series of computer 
hacking crimes which could 
land him in prison for 124 
years. 

US law enforcement offi¬ 
cials declined to confirm that 
Monsegur, a leader of Anony¬ 
mous offshoot Lulz Security, 
or LulzSec, had been cooper¬ 
ating with the US authorities 
but Fox News said he has been 
secretly working with the FBI 
for months. 

According to court papers 
released Tuesday, Monsegur 
pleaded guilty in August to 12 
hacking-related charges and 
admitted involvement in at¬ 
tacks by Anonymous on the 
websites of MasterCard, Pay¬ 
Pal and Visa and the Algerian, 
Tunisian, Yemeni and Zimbab¬ 
wean governments. 

Ackroyd, who went by the 
screen name "kayla," and 
Davis, known as "topiary," 
were both arrested last year in 
Britain. They each face two 
counts of computer hacking 
conspiracy, which carry a 
maximum total sentence of 20 
years in prison. 

Ackroyd and an unidenti¬ 
fied 17-year-old male were 



also charged in Britain on 
Tuesday with two counts of 
computer hacking conspiracy, 
according to a Scotland Yard 
statement. 

Ackroyd will appear at 
London's Westminster Magis¬ 
trates' Court on March 16 
while the 17-year-old will ap¬ 
pear at West London Youth 
Court on March 13. 

Martyn, whose screen 
name was "pwnsauce," also 
faces two counts of computer 
hacking conspiracy while 
O'Cearrbhail, known online as 
"palladium," faces one count 
of computer hacking conspir¬ 
acy and another of disclosing 
an unlawfully intercepted 
phone call which could send 
him to prison for five years. 

O'Cearrbhail was specifi¬ 
cally charged with accessing, 
secretly recording and pub¬ 
licly releasing a recording of a 
January 17 conference call be¬ 
tween the FBI and Scotland 
Yard discussing operations 
against Anonymous. 

According to the court pa¬ 
pers, O'Cearrbhail found out

"Anonymous is a hydra, cut 
off one head and we grow two 
back," the group said on an¬ 
other Twitter feed, @YourA- 
nonNews.

Obama welcomes 
positive jobs data 


(AFP )— President Barack 
Obama declared Friday that 
America ’’will thrive again” 
as another encouraging report 
on jobs growth delivered a 
new boost to his campaign 
for a second term. 

Obama traveled to a Rolls 
Royce engineering plant in 
the general election swing 
state of Virginia to fete the re¬ 
bound in manufacturing and 
argue that his oft-criticized 
economic policies had under¬ 
pinned the recovery. 


”We will thrive again. We 
will get to where we need to 
go, and we will leave behind 
an economy that is built to 
last,” Obama said, injecting a 
note of pure politics into what 
had been billed as a routine 
official event. 

Perceptions of a strength¬ 
ening recovery were fueled 
by Labor Department figures 
showing the economy created 
a net 227,000 jobs in Febru¬ 
ary. The jobless rate was 
steady at 8.3 percent. 


Banks caution Europe against 
new debt swap 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
head of the Institute of Inter¬ 
national Finance, Charles 
Dallara, warned Friday 
against any more eurozone 
sovereign debt restructuring 
in the wake of Greece’s huge 
writeoff deal. 

”1 would strongly discour¬ 
age other governments, other 
peoples of Europe from 
going this route,” Dallara, the 
IIF managing director who 
led the private-sector negoti¬ 
ations with the Greek govern¬ 
ment, told CNBC television. 

On Thursday the world's 
biggest debt restructuring in his¬ 
tory was completed, accepted 


by an overwhelming majority of 
Greece's private creditors. 

But it has led to questions 
as to whether Portugal or Ire¬ 
land, currently undergoing 
EU-International Monetary 
Fund bailouts like Greece, 
would follow suit to lower 
their debt service costs. 

Asked why he would dis¬ 
courage this Dallara said: 
"Because it has been extraor¬ 
dinarily painful for the citi¬ 
zens of Greece, for the 
leaders of Greece, and for the 
entire eurozone: it just cast a 
cloud over the eurozone that 
has hung there for months 
and months," he said.

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One year on, 'ghosts' stalk 
Japan's tsunami city

ISHINOMAKI (AFP) - A year 
after whole neighbourhoods 
full of people were killed by 
the Japanese tsunami, rumours 
of ghosts swirl in Ishinomaki 
as the city struggles to come to 
terms with the awful tragedy. 

One reconstruction project 
appears stalled because of 
fears the undead spirits of 
those who perished last March 
will bring bad luck. 

”1 heard people working to 
repair the store became sick 
because of ghosts,” Satoshi 
Abe, 64, said, gesturing to a 
half-repaired supermarket. 

"People died everywhere, 
here and there. The city is full 
of such stories,” he said. 

In some parts of this once 
vibrant fishing port, signs of 
life are returning — houses are 
being rebuilt, businesses are 
re-opening and children are 
back at school. 

But with around a fifth of 
the 19,000 who died across the 
northeast having lost their 
lives in this small city alone, 
few think it can ever be normal 
again. 

Shinichi Sasaki said the 
memory of March 11, 2011 
never leaves and it is this per¬ 
sistent memory that creates the 
"ghosts”. 

"If you know someone who 
was killed, and the death was 


so sudden, you may feel that 
person is still there. I don't be¬ 
lieve in ghosts but I can under¬ 
stand why the town is rife with 
rumours.” 

One taxi driver, who did not 
want to give his name, told 
AFP of his unwillingness to 
stop in parts of the city that 
were all but wiped out by the 
enormous waves, because he 
worries that his customer will 
be a spirit. 

A woman who lives in the 
city said she had heard stories 
of queues of people who can 
be seen rushing towards the 
hills as they try again and 
again to escape the waves, an 
endless replay of their last, 
fruitless minutes. 

Counsellors and academics 
say a widespread belief in 
ghosts is fairly normal in the 
aftermath of a major tragedy 
and forms a part of the healing 
process in a society. 

Cultural anthropologist 
Takeo Funabiki said it was 
only "natural” that stories of 
the supernatural abounded fol¬ 
lowing such an event. 

"Human beings find it very 
difficult to accept death, 
whether they are inclined by 
nature to superstition or are 
very scientifically minded,” he 
told AFP. 

"A sudden or abnormal 


death, anything other than 
someone dying in bed of old 
age, is particularly difficult for 
people to comprehend. 

"When there are things that 
many people find difficult to 
accept, they can find expres¬ 
sion in the form of rumours or 
rituals for the dead, amongst 
other things. 

For some of those who lost 
loved ones, the traditions that 
usually accompany death in 
Japan have served their pur¬ 
pose. 

Shinto priests have been 
called upon to console the 
souls of the dead and ease their 
passage into the next world be¬ 
fore they purify the places 
where their bodies were found. 

At the Buddhist festival of 
Obon in midsummer, offerings 
were made at altars as those 
left behind readied to welcome 
back the spirits of lost loved 
ones they believed would re¬ 
turn to this world to visit for a 
few days. 

But other people have 
struggled to make sense of 
their loss. 

Koji Ikeda, a therapist and 
lecturer at the Academy of 
Counsellors Japan, said "sur¬ 
vivors have various complex 
emotions — fear, anxiety, sor¬ 
row or desire for the return of 
deceased people”. 

"It is possible that a whole 
lot of emotions that people 
cannot fully cope with lead to 
'projections' of spirits” he said. 

"Pent-up emotions need to 
be expressed in order for peo¬ 
ple to be able to adapt to the 
new reality and move forward 
with their grief.” 

While few in the city will 
talk openly of actually having 
seen a ghost, many are pre¬ 
pared to accept spirits could 
stalk the deserted streets. 

Yuko Sugimoto says she is 
not particularly superstitious 
and has not seen any ghosts. 
But still she has no doubt they 
could be there among the 
shadows.

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Golfs Aussie Lyle battling cancer 



SYDNEY (AFP) - Australian 
golfer Jarrod Lyle has been di¬ 
agnosed with a recurrence of 
leukaemia and will begin treat¬ 
ment next week, just days after 
the induced birth of his first 
child. 

Lyle, 30, a member of the 
USPGA Tour, was revealed by 
fellow professional and coun¬ 
tryman Robert Allenby on Fri¬ 
day to be preparing for a 
second fight against cancer 
after overcoming acute 
myeloid leukemia as a 17- 
year-old. 

The shock diagnosis was 
delivered when Lyle sought 
treatment from his local doctor 
for an infection from an insect 
bite he sustained in Mexico. 
Blood tests revealed 
leukaemia had returned. 

His wife Briony was ex¬ 
pected to be induced on Friday 
night or early today so Lyle 
could be at the birth before 
travelling to Melbourne to 
start chemotherapy on Mon¬ 
day morning. 


Lyle’s manager 
Tony Bouffler said 
the player was 
thrilled at the 
prospect of being a 
father because he had 
feared chemotherapy 
as a teenager would 
make him infertile. 

"He's of good 
country stock and he's 
pretty resilient," said 
Bouffler. 

"He's really excited about 
the baby." 

Bouffler described another 
round of chemotherapy as 
"overwhelming". 

Allenby, a close friend of 
Lyle's who revealed the diag¬ 
nosis on Twitter, was shocked 
and described developments 
as "a complete tragedy". 

Allenby said he told Lyle 
that because he had beaten 
cancer before, he could do it 
again. 

"My heart goes out to my 
mate, great golfer Jarrod Lyle, 
new baby coming tomorro & 
big fight at cancer again!!" Al¬ 
lenby tweeted. 

Lyle matched his best finish 
on the US PGA Tour three 
weeks ago at Riviera in Cali¬ 
fornia where he missed a play¬ 
off by two shots and tied for 
fifth. He went to Mexico and 
tied for 37th. 

Perhaps his greatest fame in 
America came last year at the 
Phoenix Open, when he made 


an ace on the infamous par- 
three 16th hole at the TPC 
Scottsdale. 

His debut year on the 
USPGA Tour was 2007 and he 
has kept his card for the last 
three consecutive years.

Footballs Rangers stars accept 
pay cuts up to 75 percent 



GLASGOW (AFP) - Players 
at crisis-hit Rangers on Friday 
accepted pay cuts of between 
25 and 75 percent, with admin¬ 
istrators insisting that the 
wage-reduction deal has se¬ 
cured jobs at the club. 

In a statement, joint admin¬ 
istrator Paul Clark said: "We 
are pleased to announce today 
a package of cost-cutting 
measures has been agreed with 
the Rangers playing staff that 
enables the club to move for¬ 
ward." 


He explained that players 
have agreed cuts ranging from 
25-75 percent while coaching 
staff have also accepted reduc¬ 
tions and midfielders Mervan 
Celik and Gregg Wylde have 
voluntarily left the club. 

The statement continued: 
"The agreement on very sub¬ 
stantial wage reductions and 
voluntary departures from the 
club represents a major sacri¬ 
fice by the Rangers players. 

"The discussions have been 
lengthy and by no means easy 


for anyone involved but the 
most important objective in all 
of this process has been to 
achieve an outcome that will 
help save the club. 

"There are a small number 
of matters still to be dealt with 
over the weekend but we do 
not believe these will be insur¬ 
mountable in the completion 
of an agreement. 

"This has been a difficult 
week for everyone at the club 
and we are pleased that we can 
now move forward and focus 
on the next steps in the recov¬ 
ery process." 

Administrators were called 
in on February 14 after British 
tax authorities went to court to 
seek payment of an unpaid bill 
of £9 million ($14m) built up 
since owner Craig Whyte took 
charge at Ibrox in May. 

Administration meant the 
Scottish champions were 
docked 10 points — a move 
that effectively handed this 
season's Scottish Premier 
League title to arch Glasgow 
rivals Celtic.

Germany 


WARSAW (AFP) - Fellow 
managers on Friday tipped de¬ 
fending European champions 
Spain and Euro 2008 second- 
placers Germany as hot fa¬ 
vorites to win this year's 
tournament. 

After wrapping up a two- 
day meeting of all 16 Euro 
2012 qualifier nations in tour¬ 
nament co-hosts Poland, man¬ 
agers were pressed by 
reporters to give their forecasts 
for the final outcome. 

"I think everyone knows 
who the favorites are. For me, 
they are Germany and Spain," 
Poland manager Franciszek 
Smuda said. 

Even Germany boss 
Joachim Loew said the 2008 
victors were the team to beat.

The other nations come in 
their wake," Loew said, 
adding: "Our own minimum 
target is to clear the first 
round. Then we will see. Our 
group is very difficult of 
course, with Portugal, the 
Netherlands and Denmark.

France's Laurent Blanc, 
meanwhile, said his favourites 
were Spain, Germany and 
Holland. 

Ireland's Italian manager, 
Giovanni Trappatoni, also 
agreed that the Spanish were 
top of the tree but warned that 
surprises could not be ruled 
out. 

"There's a team that's very 
strong, a famous team, and 
that is Spain, but then also 
England, Holland, Germany.

NBA victory over Chicago that 
snapped the Bulls’ eight-game 
winning streak. 

Dwight Howard finished 
with 29 points, 18 rebounds 
and three blocks — all game- 
highs. 


"We had to commit our 
whole team to him," Bulls 
coach Tom Thibodeau said. 

The Magic had led by as 
many as 18 in the second quar¬ 
ter of Thursday’s contest. 

But Carlos Boozer’s jump 
shot gave Chicago a 91-89 
lead with 2:55 remaining. 

Orlando then lost Jason 
Richardson — who made four 
of their 11 three-point shots — 
to a sprained left ankle suf¬ 
fered in a collision with team¬ 
mate Jameer Nelson. 

Nelson shrugged off the in¬ 
cident to connect with Dwight 
Howard for an alley-oop dunk 
to knot the score, and forward 
Ryan Anderson drained a 
three-pointer to put the Magic 
up 94-91. 

Anderson added two free- 
throws with 46.7 seconds left 
as the Magic finished the game 
on a 10-3 scoring run. 

The Magic rebounded in a 
big way from their disappoint¬ 
ing loss to NBA stragglers 
Charlotte on Tuesday, beating 
a Bulls team that came into the 
contest with the best record in 
the league. 

"We took the loss (to Char¬ 
lotte) hard," Anderson said. 
"This was a big win. We 
wanted to show how good we 
are." 

Boozer led the Bulls with 26 
points. NBA Most Valuable 
Player Derrick Rose added 17 
for Chicago but shot just 6-of- 
22 from the field. 
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LOS ANGELES (AFP) - San 
Diego Padres chief executive 
Jeff Moorad withdrew his ap¬ 
plication to Major League 
Baseball to take ownership of 
the club on Friday to hasten 
approval of a new television 
deal for the Padres. 

The National League club 
announced the move, which 
still leaves Moorad two years 
in a five-year deal for him to 
purchase a controling interest 
in the Padres as the start of the 
2012 season looms in less 
than three weeks. 

"(Chairman) John Moores 
and I believe our top priority 
is to ensure that Padres fans 
will be able to watch broad¬ 
casts of what we believe is an 
exciting baseball team," 
Moorad said. 

"I remain fully committed 
to the San Diego Padres and 
our fans and am looking for¬ 
ward to the 2012 season." 

The Padres are expected to 
work with Fox Sports in a new 


telecast package but the deal 
has not yet been completed. 

Moorad said in January he 
was poised to make an all¬ 
cash transaction and that cash 
and the signed documents 
were in escrow, but Major 
League Baseball owners 
tabled his application on Jan¬ 
uary 12, seeking clarification 
on some financial details. 

"Jeff is withdrawing his 
control transfer application of 
the Padres at this time in order 
to focus on completing the 
club’s local television con¬ 
tract," Major League Baseball 
commissioner Bud Selig said. 

"I'm pleased John and Jeff 
are working on ensuring that 
the club's games will be tele¬ 
vised this season and beyond 
and I know that they are acting 
in the best interests of base¬ 
ball, the franchise and the 
great fans of San Diego." 

In 2010, Moorad increased 
his stake in the Padres from 35 
percent to 49 percent.

Brazil views row with FIFA 
as 'closed matter* 


RIO DE JANEIRO (AFP) - 
Brazilian authorities said Fri¬ 
day their dispute with FIFA 
over its secretary general’s 
controversial comments about 
the slow pace of stadium ren¬ 
ovation was a ’’closed matter.” 

Nevertheless, football’s 
world governing body an¬ 
nounced that its secretary gen¬ 
eral Jerome Valcke would 
postpone his planned visit to 
Brazil. 

’’This matter is closed. I al¬ 
ready said it in a letter,” Brazil¬ 
ian sports minister Aldo 
Rebelo told a press conference 
before inspecting Rio's leg¬ 
endary Maracana stadium to 
monitor progress in the reno¬ 
vation work. 

Valcke, who unleashed a 
firestorm of protest last week 
when he said the Brazilian or¬ 
ganisers of the 2014 World 
Cup showpiece needed a "kick 
up the backside” because of 
the lagging preparations, put 
off a visit to Brazil planned for 
Monday, the organization said. 

FIFA earlier this week apol¬ 
ogized for Valcke's remarks, 
which offended Brazilian au¬ 
thorities. 

Valcke's trip to monitor 
progress in stadium construc¬ 
tion work in Recife, Brasilia 
and Cuiaba — three of the 12 
Brazilian cities that will host 
World Cup matches — will be 
"rescheduled” after a planned

meeting between Brazilian 
President Dilma Rousseff and 
FIFA President Sepp Blatter, a 
FIFA statement said. 

No date has yet been set for 
the Rousseff-Blatter meeting. 

FIFA has for months ex¬ 


pressed concern over whether 
preparations, such as infra¬ 
structure projects and renova¬ 
tion or construction of 
stadiums, are on track for the 
first World Cup in Brazil since 
1950. 

Valcke said he profoundly 
regretted that an incorrect in¬ 
terpretation of his comments 
had triggered such an angry re¬ 
sponse from the host country. 

"I would like to present my 
apologies to everyone who 
was offended by my com¬ 
ments,” said Valcke, a French 
national. 

He explained that in French 
the phrase ”se donner un coup 
de pied aux fesses” (to give 
someone a kick up the back¬ 
side) only meant "to pick up 
the pace.” The translation into 
Portuguese used a stronger ex¬ 
pression, he added.
